There are alfo 
fome occidental bezoars brought from Peru, which arc reckon- 
ed inferiour to the oriental. The name of this ftone is alfo ap- 
plied to feveral chymical compofitions, defigned for antidotes, 
or counttr-poifons ; as mineral, folar, and jovial bezoars.
